Flanigan at his home in Car­ 
thage recalled to the minds of the 
veteran lawmakers 
at 
the 
capital 
many incidents in his life which won 
for him the reputation of having been 
one of the most picturesque charac­ 
ters ever associated with the legisla­ 
ture or .Missouri politics. 
Flanigan 
won 
the title of “Fire 
Alarm" when he was a member of 
t ie legislature. 
He served one term 
in 1889. 
From the beginning of the session 
lie displayed such a willingness to 
speak on any and all questions with 
vigor and enthusiasm that lie was 
nicknamed “Fire Alarm." 
Champ (’lark was a member of the 
bouse when Flanigan was a repre­ 
sentative, and J. J. Russell, now in 
congress, was speaker. Flanigan con­ 
ceived the idea that tile state asylum 
for the insane at Fulton needed in­ 
vestigating, and he harped on this 
subject several days before introduc­ 
ing a resolution, providing an appro­ 
priation for a committee of five. 
Clark let Flanigan talk until be 
was exhausted and then offered an 
amendment providing that Hie com­ 
mittee consist of one man—Flanigan 
—that 
lie 
begin 
his 
investigation 
three months after adjournment of 
the legislature and that Flanigan pay 
all the expenses 
out 
of 
his 
own 
pocket. 
The investigation was not made. 
Flanigan was a talker of the rough 
and ready type. 
When Senator Stone 
was stumping Southern Missouri on 
one of his numerous campaigns, Flan­ 
igan decided that to follow Stone and 
relate stories about 
the 
Missouri 
Health society possibly would cause 
Stone much embarrassment. 
He started out and kept the trail 
warm for several days. 
How he was 
pulled off is shrouded in mystery, but 
it is presumed that a “trailer” was 
put after Flanigan. 
One of the last schemes that Flan­ 
igan unfolded to his Jefferson City 
friends was a plan to establish a 
home for down and out politicians. 
He urged that an appropriation ol 
$250,000 be granted to ppt up a build­ 
ing somewhere in the 
Ozarks 
and 
that party lines be forgotten.

semination of helpful information to 
dairymen

throughout the state. 
Since the enactment of the state 
food and drug inspection law, where­ 
by much of the authority and use­ 
fulness of the state dairy commission­ 
er was neutralized, the state dairy dew, 
partment has been such virtually only 
in name.
